He
sald that his Information as to the
charges that Blease and his hench-
men were trying to sell the asylum

tion In court charging that the bank
wag insolvent as the result of the al
leged misappropriation of more than
$TH0,000 by . Hunter Raine, presi
dent of the Institution.

In the petition Raine was held sole-
ly responsible for the apparent short-
age, approximately 2788, 805, whieh
it i2 charged he obtained “hy a
system of handling its drafts, proper-
ty and exchange in such a way as to
deceive the directors and to concesl
his manipulations,” the total amount
of which It wae alleged he lost in
speculations, The petition places the
Habilities of the bank at approxima-
tely $2,196.804, with assets of $1.-
408, 089, In a published statement
January 9, labilities were given asx
$2.436,197. At that time the total de-
posits were $1,361,109, of which
$344,233 were savings accounts, The
bank s capitalized at £200,000 and
has a surplus of $100,000,

Resources, loans and discounts at
hte time of the statement amounted to
$1,130,496; actual cash on hand was
$424,784; sums due from other banks
amounted to $489,165; ecash items in
transit amounted to $137,778. These
amounts with other {tems balanced
the amount given as labilities.

The alleged discrepancy was dis-
covered by a representative of a New
York correspondent or the bank, who
was sent to Memphis to audit the
Mercantile’'s books when loans re-
quested were found to be out of pro-
portion to the amounts usually asked
for at this season of the year. His
report to the directors vesterday,
which brought the stituation to a eli
max, wag the first intimation that the
bank was not In a prosperous condl-
toin, according to the directors.

It Is stated that President Raine,
who attended yesterday's meeting, ah
solved all of the ofiicers and directors
of the bank of implication in the al-
leged shortage and tendered his per-
renal estate, which he valued at $35 .-
000 to the bank.

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EQUAL SUFFRAGE IN SENATE.

Resolution Proposes Amendment to
Give Votes to Women.

Washington, Feb, 9.—The equal
suffrage question confronted the sen-
ate today in the shape of a resolution
proposing a constitutional amend-
ment to give votes to women.

The resolution was first on the eal-
endar and as there was no unfinished
business it was called up immediately
after the routine morning business
had been disposed of,

Prospects for a vote on the resolu-
tion today however wora not good he-
cause several senators had previously
given notice that when the question
was reached they wanted to digeuss
It Senator Ashurst was confident
that if a vote was not reached today
Lthe senate would act during the pres-
ent session.

The resolution was favorably re-
ported by the senate woman's sufr-
rage committee last June,
